NOTES ON SOME SINHALESE HEMIPTERA 
by 6.-9W. Béirhaldy 


The following notes refer to a small collection of Hemiptera made 
in Ceylon by my friend Mr. DatxpniGak Frgrcnkn, R. N., while 
collecting for himself in another Order. 

As |] understand thal Mr. Disranr will shortly publish the 4th. 
volume of the Hemiptera of the Fanna of India, | have postponed 
the consideration of the Gieedoidece, 

T now enumerate 60 species, of which 6 are new (1) lo Ceylon, and 
5 others (as well as one variety), apparently new to Science. 

Of the localities mentioned : 

Bentota is a little north of Galle ; 

Galle is almost at the extreme south of the [sland ; 

Kandy isin the centre of the Island ; 

Oop'th estate is near Trinkomali ; 

Peradeniya is in the South-Central Mountains ; 

Sober Island is near Trinkomali ; 

Trinkomali is on the Eastern Coast.

In one specimen of this, the hind leg is rudimentary, nol being 
as long as the opposite femora. The tarsus seems absent, and the 
tibia, instead of being strongly bristly, is smooth, except near the 
apex, where there are a few short bristles. The leg is amber coloured, 
instead of piceous.

20, Craplostethus maculatus var. sinhalana nov. 

Apparently differs from the typical form as follows: head red, 
only the tylus obseurelv fuscous. An obsenre, suffused, submedian 
spol anteriorly ou the pronotum; no elaval spot, bul the elavus and 
corium irregularly suffused with fuscons. Antennae, labium (except 
red fivst segment), and legs brownish-fuseous. Sternites almost 
uniform fuscous, tinged with red, a little redder baso-laterally, a 
little less red apieally. Labium reaching to middle coxae. Second 
segment of antennae nearly «half longer than the third, 

Hab. : Sober Isl., Dec. 8, 1906. 

This is probably distinet specitieally from the North Indian 
moaculafes, batitis impossible tojudgee from the meagre descriptions 
of DALLAS and DISTANT.

and scutellum are unicolorous, brownish-piecous, the anterior lobe 
of the pronolum having a lateral, obscure, brownish-yellow spol or 
blotch, and the posterior margin of (he pronotum having a feeble 
speck on each side. Antennae and labium sordid ochreous, 4th. 
segment of the former fuseons. Teginina whitish, very closely 
punetured with dark-brown, except exterolaterally ; apical angle 
dark-brown Membrane smoky, veins ete. whitish. Lees yellowish- 
lestaceous, temora annulated. broadly with blackish. Underside 
blackish. Labium reaching midway belween fore and middle coxae, 
first segment not reaching to the base of the head. Fore femora 
somewhat incrassate, with two elongate spines beneath ; fore tibiae 
curved, with a long curved spine near the apex.

The ultimate nymph is very like theadult, and is myrmecophanous. 
The lateral margins of (he pronotum and of the tegminal pads are 
white, narrowly laminate, and there is a short collar. The posterior 
area of the pronotum is dark black, and very short, the anterior 
being dark gray. Femora black, except the extreme base of the 
iniddle pair. 


31. Lethae:s taprobanes sp. nov. 

Dull black ; first segment of the antennae blackish-piceous, 
second and third fuseoeastaneous, fourth sordid ochreous. Ocelli 
pale stramineous. Lateral margins of pronotum (very narrowly) and 
a spot near the posterolateral angle, pale ferruginous. Tegmina 
blackish ; clavus exteriorly and interiorly narrowly obseure ferru- 
ginous, a pale spot near the scutellum a little basal of the middle ; 
corial veins more or less obscure ferraginons, a conple of pale 
spols and two or three small pale (black-panctured areas: also 
close to the exteroposterior angle, there is a large cirele, the 
interior dark, concolorous with the teginen, the periphery narrowly 
pale. Membrane smoky cinereous, veins pale, their apical parts 
darker. Femora piceons, rest of legs and the entire labium obscure 
ferruginous. Odorilerous oritices blackish, part of the canal ferrugi- 
nous. Pronotum except a transverse subinedian area,and seulellum. 
strongly and tinely punetnred, tegmina more coarsely. Labium 
reaching hind coxae, first segment reaching rather beyond the base 
of the head.

Bevond the colouring and pattern, this species dillers from the 
other Indo Chinese species, by the longer lirst segment of the 
labium, and by the first segment of tlie larsi being very distinctly 
longer than the other two together.

3. Gysteochila taprobanes sp. nov. 

Broader and less elongate than typical Cysfeochila; the discoidal 
area does not reach nearly to the apex of the abdomen and is more 
rounded internally. 

Pale yellow: first, second, and tonrth segments of antennie, legs, 


abdomen beneath, ete., brownish-yetlow, Teginiua across discoidal 
area to the exterolaleral margins, and on apical lifth, lightly marked 
with fuseous. Eyes, meso- and metaslerna black. 
Lenght, 3 3/4 mill. 
Hab. : Galle, June 3, 1007.

Distant has very absurdly svnonymized this with the american 
M. Mulsanti.

53. Golobesthes taprobana sp. nov. 

Differs from C. semanga by the much smaller size and immaculate 
tegmina. The frons is only obscurely keeled (at the base) and there 
are a few sealtered granules on the costal area. 

Rather dark green, a greenish-yellow stripe down the vertex to 
the apex of the closed clavus. Eyes purplish-brown. Clypeus, 
femora, body beneath, cle., leslaceous; tibiae green, larsi more or 
less luscous. Transverse venation of the legmina more or less 
fuscous-greenish. Wings milk-while. 

Length 15 inill. to apex of tegmina closed ; max. width of tegmina 
10 miil. 

Hab. : Dodanduwa, Apr. 8, 1907.

50. Phaconeura Fletcheri, sp. nov. 

Dilfers from P. Froggatti by the elaval veins being united about the 
middle of the clavus instead of near the apex; also itis not the exte- 
rior, but the interior vein of the clavus which is granulale, and 
that much more widely. 

Yellowish-testaceous, the disk of pronotum browner. Tegmina 
smoky, with well-marked white veins, which are mostly margined 
with fuscous, apically somewhal suffusedly. Wings pale smoky, 
veins fuscous. Abdomen dorsally partly dark fuscous. 

Length 41/2 mill. 

Hab, : Trinkomali, June 8, 1907. 

This is the lirst Phaconenra described outside the Australasian 
Region. 
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57. Phenice moesla, — OQopah (P. B. M.). 


53. Udugama Fletcheri sp. nov. 

Differs from U. splendens by ihe immaculate tegmina (excluding 
the stigma). 

Greenish- yellow; a stripe down the middle of the vertex, a broad 
siripe down the face, an oblique, submedian stripe on each side of 
the pronotum, a lateral stripe on pronotum, etc., orange-red. 
Underside and legs brownish-lestaceous, more or less linged with 
red, pleura partly greenish-yellow: hind knees with a black spot. 
Eyes purplisli-brown Tegmina niicaceous, tinged with coppery- 
yellow: veins red-brown; stigma orange-brown. Wings with the 
general tint and the veins :s in the tegmina. The head is more 
pointed apically than in splendens, and the face is nearly three times 
as long as wide, lateral margins lightly sinuate. Hind femora with 
5 spines (not counting the apical crown). 

Length 13 mil., to apex of closed tegmina. 

IHab. : Kandy, 2,000 ft., May 20, 1900, 

Distant has ranked U. exoleta as a synonym of splendens, but 
unless his figure is incorrect, they are very different, the face in the 
former being much longer, more as in Fleteheri.
